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WHAT YOU SHOULD KNOW BEFORE YOU BEGIN 


\ \ ) elcome to a study about following the leading of the Holy Spirit. 

This Prayer and Study Guide is designed to help you have a closer 
relationship with God, receive all that Jesus has for you, and learn to hear 
God speaking to your heart. Responding to the questions and suggestions in 
each chapter will strengthen your understanding of who God 15, what Jesus 
has done for you, and all the Holy Spirit wants to do in your life. 


What You Need in Order to Begin 

This is a 12-week plan, but you can double up the chapters and do it in 
six weeks if you desire. Or, if you are not in a group, you can go at your 
own pace and do as much as you want whenever you like. 

In order to go through the study, you will need my book Lead Me, Holy 
Spirit (from now on referred to as “the book’’) and your Bible. I have used 
the New King James Version here, but you can use any translation you like. 
It would be good to have a small notebook or journal with you so you can 
write down whatever God speaks to your heart as you read His Word and 
pray. And don’t forget a pen or pencil. 


When Doing This Study in a Group 

If you are doing this Prayer and Study Guide in a group, read the chapter 
or chapters assigned that week from the book and then answer the 
corresponding questions in this study guide. Each time the group meets, the 
leader will go over the questions and encourage members to share their 
answers or any insights they have received from the Lord while doing the 
study. Because some of the questions are personal, don’t feel you must say 


anything you are not comfortable sharing with the group. On the other 
hand, feel free to be transparent about your own personal experiences 
whenever you feel led by the Spirit to do so. Your freedom to share can 
release others who are hesitant. Your experiences in following the leading 
of the Holy Spirit will be a great personal encouragement for everyone else. 

The answers to Bible-based questions are always good to share with one 
another, however, so don’t hesitate to contribute whatever you have learned, 
discovered, or experienced that would be beneficial for others to hear. 

Pray the prayer together at the end of each chapter in the book as a 
starting point from which people are led to pray for one another about the 
things that concern them. 


Ask God to Give You a New and Fresh Perspective 

When you are asked in this Prayer and Study Guide to write out your 
prayers, know that just as spoken prayers are powerful, so are written 
prayers. And these written prayers will not only help you focus on what to 
pray about, but they will also facilitate your developing a richer prayer life. 
As you become more at ease communicating with the Lord in an ongoing 
way, you will find it easier to hear the Holy Spirit speaking to your heart.

WEEK TWO 
Read Chapter 2: “Led to Be Filled” in LEAD ME, HOLY SPIRIT 


1. Read John 7:37-39. In light of what Jesus said, what happens to you 
when you receive Him? 


Who was Jesus speaking about when He spoke of rivers of living water? 
Who would receive the living water? 
Why was the Holy Spirit not yet given at this time? 


Read John 4:13-14. Water here represents the Holy Spirit. What happens 
when you drink of the water Jesus gives you? 


2. In John 7:37-39, “thirst” means to have a spiritual need. If you don’t 
realize that you have a need to be saved, forgiven, or found, then you 
don’t know you are lost in sins and so you will live in condemnation and 
bear the consequences of that, which is eternal separation from God. 
“Living water” refers to the Holy Spirit. These verses clearly say that all 
who receive Jesus receive the Holy Spirit. At that time the Holy Spirit 
had not been given because Jesus had not yet been crucified, resurrected, 
glorified, and ascended into heaven. From the time the Holy Spirit fell 
upon the people at Pentecost, every true believer in Jesus has had the 
Holy Spirit dwelling in them. 


If you have received Jesus, you have the Holy Spirit in you. Write out a 
prayer thanking Him for the living water of His Holy Spirit. If you have 


not received Jesus, write out a prayer asking Jesus to come into your life 
and give His Holy Spirit to dwell in you. Tell Him how much you thirst 
(have a spiritual need) for His living water (His Holy Spirit). 


Led to Be Filled with His Power and Might 


3. Read 2 Timothy 3:2-5. Because you have the Holy Spirit in you, you 
have access to God’s power. What do the “lovers of pleasure rather than 
the lovers of God” have? 


Those who want to appear religious but reveal their ungodliness by the 
way they act are impostors. They profess to be a believer but do not 
change their sinful behavior. We who welcome the Holy Spirit’s work in 
our lives are to do what with regard to them? 


4. The Holy Spirit in you allows the power of God to flow through you. 
That’s how God empowers you to do things you could not do on your 
own. What are some things that you want God to empower you to do at 
this time іп your life that you know you cannot do on your own? Write 
out your answer as a prayer to God. 


5. Read Zechariah 4:6-7. The angel speaking a word from the Lord to 
Zerubbabel told him he wasn’t going to be able to build the temple by 
human power, but by the power of the Holy Spirit. The obstacles and 
problems would be removed by the power of God, and He would enable 
Zerubbabel to build it. What was the Word of the Lord to the mountain? 


What would people shout when the capstone was set in place? 


Do you have a mountain in your life that you need the Spirit of God to 
flatten? What is that and what would you like the Holy Spirit to do? 
Write out your answer as a prayer.

. Read Deuteronomy 30:19. Deuteronomy 28:1-14 lists the blessings God 
promised to pour out on Israel if they would obey Him. God was ready to 
bless them and wanted to bless them, and He said if they diligently 
obeyed His voice and carefully observed all His commandments, He 
would give them everything they needed. Obedience to God’s Word puts 
us in alignment with God’s perfect will and in a position to receive His 
blessings. 


In Deuteronomy 28:15-68, God tells the children of Israel of the curses 
that would come upon them if they disobey Him. This encompasses 
everything anyone would not want to happen to them, including the 
unthinkable—which is that they would suffer starvation so terrible that 
even a previously “sensitive and very refined” man or a “tender and 
delicate” woman would eat their own children (Deuteronomy 28:54-57). 
They would suffer the worst diseases with no relief, healing, or recovery 
(Deuteronomy 28:58-61). Those who survive would lose everything and 
be sold into slavery and live in fear. How much worse could it get? 


The Israelites knew God’s will for them because He had given them 
specific rules and ways He wanted them to live. They knew the 
consequences for not living His way, and yet they chose to do everything 
He said not to do. God made it clear what His response would be if they 
obeyed Him, and what would happen if they didn’t. When things went 
well for them, they experienced God’s blessings. When they forgot the 
Lord and His laws and served other gods, He took away His hand of 
blessing and the curses came to pass. 


The leading of the Holy Spirit will always be to obey God in all things. 
He will never lead us in any other way. We don’t want to receive God’s 
blessings and then forget His ways and run after what we know 15 not of 
the Lord and live with the consequences of our disobedience. We have a 


way to avoid all that. God has given us His Word and His Holy Spirit in 
us to help us do it. 


Write out a prayer asking God to help you understand His Word and 
remember it. Ask the Holy Spirit to help you do the Word as well.

If you have never had anything like that, write out a 
prayer asking God to make you sensitive to His voice and His prompting 
of your soul and spirit. 


8. Read John 14:26. Who will teach you all things, and how will He do it? 


Do you ever sense the Holy Spirit іп you instructing you? How so? Write 
out a prayer asking Him to help you always hear His warnings and 
instructions to your soul. 


9. Read Isaiah 30:18-21. These verses talk about the graciousness of God to 
wait for us to return to Him, and when we do He will hear our fervent 
prayers. He will bless us when we wait for Him instead of going on our 
way and trying to make things happen for ourselves. When we go 
through difficult times, He will help us to see who He has put in our lives 
to teach us the truth and the right way to walk. And they won’t hide the 
truth. God puts godly pastors and teachers around us from whom we can 
hear the truth. But our greatest teacher 1s the Holy Spirit of God in us, 
who tells us every day which way to walk if we will quiet our mind and 
soul long enough to listen. 


Do you ever sense the prompting of the Holy Spirit teaching and 
guiding you as to which way you are to walk? Do you take the time to 
quiet your soul in order to listen for His prompting? Write out a 
paragraph to God asking Him to help you hear Him speaking to you by 
His Holy Spirit as in verse 21.

Have 
you ever been moved by the Holy Spirit to do something you know or 
strongly feel was God’s will? Describe that. 


Write out a prayer asking God to stir up your spirit to hear from His 
Spirit so that you are always led in the perfect will of God. 


11. Read Ephesians 1:11-12. What have we been given as believers? 
12. Read Ephesians 5:17. What are you supposed to do? 


Find out what the will of God is each day and follow the leading of the 
Holy Spirit. Look in the Word of God and find out what you know is not 
the will of God and don’t do that. Find out what the will of God is and 
do it. Find out what pleases God and do that. According to your Bible, 
what are some things you know are always God’s will for you to do? 


What are some things you know are never God’s will for you to do? 


Write out a prayer asking God to help you know His will for your life, 
especially in any specific area that concerns you right now.

Led to Be Separate from All That Draws You Away from God 


11. Read Judges 2:1-3. The Angel of the Lord is sometimes described as 
God Himself, and it seems to be so here because He is the one who led 
the children of Israel out of Egypt and into the Promised Land. He told 
them to make no covenant with the people in the land and to tear down 
their altars. They were not to make any compromises whatsoever. But 
the Israelites did not obey Him. What did God tell them would happen 
if they did not drive the godless people out? 


We have to separate ourselves from anything that comes between us and 
God and draws us away from obeying Him. Otherwise, it will be a snare 
to us too. The result of not driving out the ungodly people completely, 
and not getting rid of their gods as the Lord commanded them to, was 
that God’s anger was against them. The children of Israel forsook God 
and served Baal instead. So God delivered them into the hands of their 
enemies (Judges 2:11-14). They had everything going for them, but they 
did not separate themselves as God had instructed them to do. This is a 
perfect example of failure through compromise. 


Write out a prayer asking God if there is any compromise or snares in 
your life that separate you from Him in any way. Write down whatever 
He reveals to you.

It is a 
wonderful example of how God redeems our difficult situations, and not 
only uses them for His purpose and glory, but also for our greatest 
blessing. But we have to be led by His Spirit and be able to hear His 
direction through another godly person when necessary.
